Volunteers on town committee 
deserve honesty 


Is it much ado about nothing? 

E-mails were flying, phones ringing 
and business people talking as the town 
councillors decided last week, after an in 
camera discussion, to put the 15-yer-old 
parking committee “on hold,” while staff 
have a fresh look "on a new committee.” 

Does that mean staff will have a fresh 
look at a new committee? Have the former 
committee members, some long-serving 
been dismissed? 

It would seem so. 

In the middle of the confusion, with 
volunteer committee members saying 
they felt they had been given the boot, 
unceremoniously, as announced during 
the livestream of last Monday’s council 
meeting with no advance warning Lord 
Mayor Pat Darte said no, not necessarily, 
that's not what that meant. 

He should know, since the letter that 
went to the committee members later in 
the week had his signature on it - but still, 
confusion remained. 

He seemed to think it was no big deal - 
when the committee review is complete, 
and assuming there is another parking 
committee, they may serve on it, or they 
may not 


But parking revenue is a big deal in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake. In 2016, the Town is 
expected to bring in $737,000 in parking 
revenue. It costs about $26.8 million to run 
the town, and that parking revenue repre¬ 
sents the amount the taxpayers are saved. 

We can expect to have in the neigh¬ 
bourhood of 2.4 million tourists visit next 
year, and most will arrive in cars. If they 
are going to shop, see a play, and eat at a 
local restaurant, their cars will need to be 
parked. And in the last 15 years or so, park¬ 
ing in NOTL has been fraught with trouble. 
There have been some advances made, 
but there are still many issues to be 
resolved. Just ask a visitor who arrives in 
town at 1 p.m. to see a 2 p.m. Shaw mati- 

Those who agreed to serve on the com¬ 
mittee have been treated shabbily for their 
efforts to help resolve long-standing prob¬ 
lems. They should have been brought into 
the conversation about the future of the 
committee before a decision was made - 
and made public. But since it's too late for 
that, at the very least, they are entitled to a 
clear and honest answer about why staff 
needs to have a “fresh look on a new com¬ 
mittee” - and what that even means.

For a month of 2013, and 
again in August of this year 
Christina spent two hours 
each day visiting children at 
a cancer hospital, teaching 
them English.

The chemother¬ 
apy for leukemia had made 
her bald, and left her small 
body with bruises.

spent time with him draw¬ 
ing pictures. 

“However, there were 
days I visited, after he had 
chemotherapy when he was 

just whined with pain. It was 
like his life was just sucked 
out of him,” she said. 

“One day wliile I was with 
Jose a ‘mystery woman’ 
came in asking for his moth¬ 
er. She was not there so this 
woman handed me a wad of 
money, and said to me ‘for 
the little one.' 'Who do I say 
this is from?’ I asked. The 
woman just smiled and left 
the room. When I gave the 
money to Jose’s mother she 
was overjoyed because that 
day she could pay for the 
medicine Jose needed." 


It was incredible to see 
her son, said Christina. 


“She was so worn out 
from caring for him. Every 
day she had to sacrifice 


something, like not eating, 
just to pay for his care. But 
what really made an impact 


on me was to see how Jose's 
childhood had been robbed 
by cancer, and for me to 


tliink of how fortunate my 
brother and I are to live in 
Canada."

“There's no question if there were 
no seasonal workers of any kind... the 
horticultural industry would become a 
cottage industry,” he said. “It wouldn't 
be any kind of business at all. 

“And most of those 34,000 Canadian 
jobs would be lost, too because we 
wouldn’t need (as many) machine 
operators or truck drivers and every¬ 
thing else we use to harvest, plant and 
deliver crops.” 

Forth said in that scenario, “farms 
would become very small, with pro¬ 
duction going to the U.S. and Mexico.” 

“This is not new stuff,” he said. “The 
program has risen to become a critical 
mass of people we need in our farms." 

“It’s a success story for everybody, 
not to mention the fact we need to pro¬ 
duce some of our own food."
